Remembering  Ed  Bitting  '50 


The  following  are  four  tributes  to  beloved 
Professor  Ed  Bitting  '50,  some  of  which  were 
offered  at  the  Business  Alumni  Reunion  held 
in  fall  2004 . 

I was  not  an  accounting  major.  Never  had  the 
desire  to  be  one.  Nonetheless,  Ed  Bitting  was 
the  professor  who  most  influenced  my  business 
career  and,  in  many  respects,  my  life. 

One  of  his  favorite  sayings,  “Assets  to  the 
windows,  liabilities  and  cash  towards  the  wall,” 
echoes  in  my  ears  even  to  this  day.  I suppose 
almost  everyone  else  who  studied  under  Ed 
Bitting  can  recall  the  same  admonition. 

We  learned  that  accounting  could  only 
be  done  one  way — the  right  way — and  that 
intangibles  and  goodwill  were  to  be  viewed 
with  suspicion. 

While  always  friendly,  Ed  was  not  a friend  to  his  students. 

He  was  kind,  helpful  and  available,  but  until  the  second  semester 
of  senior  year,  there  was  no  question  as  to  how  we  were  to  relate 
to  him.  He  was  the  professor;  we  were  the  students.  He  always 
commanded  our  respect,  not  by  words,  but  by  the  manner  in 
which  he  conducted  himself:  on  time,  prepared,  thorough  and 
correct.  He  was  an  accomplished  musician  and  shared  his  talent 
with  several  musical  organizations.  He  knew  the  banking  industry 
well,  and  his  money  and  banking  course  was  made  so  much  more 
interesting  because  of  his  on-the-job  experience  with  a small  bank. 

My  own  job  assignments  took  me  into  the  engineering 
and  operations  management  fields  with  contractors  and  utilities 
for  more  than  30  years  after  graduating  from  Elizabethtown. 
However,  it  was  during  that  time  that  Ed  became  a friend.  He 
would  call  periodically  to  remind  me  of  the  first  generation  of 
Business  Alumni  Reunions,  to  discuss  public  utility  accounting 
(which  he  considered  to  be  fiction)  and  tease  me  about  its  idio- 
syncrasies, or  just  to  let  me  know  he  had  thought  of  me.  If  my 
name  appeared  in  a Lancaster  or  Harrisburg  paper,  Ed  would  call 
to  let  me  know  that  he’d  seen  it.  I stopped  by  his  office  as  often 
as  possible.  It  was  difficult  to  visit  with  him  because  he  was 
invariably  involved  with  students  or  colleagues. 

In  1995,  I left  the  utility  business  to  become  general 
manager  of  an  unregulated  energy  marketing  firm.  That  industry 
has  experienced  difficult  times  due,  in  large  part,  to  accounting 
scandals  at  Enron  and  other  market  leaders.  Our  company  was 
unscathed.  Why?  Because  we  learned  well  the  lessons  Ed  Bitting 
taught  us:  Assets  towards  the  wall — “asset  light”  does  not  work; 
don’t  pay  too  much  for  anything  (goodwill  is  not  a tangible 
asset);  don’t  take  on  too  much  debt;  and  the  only  way  to  do 
accounting  is  the  right  way. 


As  much  as  anyone  in  the  second  half  of 
the  20th  century,  Ed  Bitting  exemplified  what 
E-town  is  about.  He  was  an  eminently  quali- 
fied professional,  a gifted  teacher,  a man  of 
varied  interests,  an  accomplished  artist,  and 
a good  friend  to  his  students,  the  alumni  and 
the  community. 

It  is  fitting  and  appropriate  to  name 
the  marquee  room  in  the  Hoover  Business 
Building  in  honor  of  our  beloved  professor 
Edgar  T.  Bitting.

First...  a communicator.  He  could  meet 
a stranger  and  immediately  become  his 
friend.  He  enjoyed  writing  letters  or  making  telephone  calls 
to  the  people  who  had  received  an  award  or  promotion,  or  who 
were  recently  married  or  active  in  civic  organizations.  He  liked 
networking  for  his  students  and  helping  them  seek  future 
employment. 

Second. . . a sense  of  humor.  I found  this  trait  when  he 
prepared  his  exams.  He  would  personalize  his  tax  problems 
using  the  students’  names  with  a lot  of  humor  injected  in  the 
problems.  If  you  were  with  him  on  the  golf  course,  Ed  usually 
had  you  smiling  and  enjoying  the  game. 

Third...  a magnet  personality.  He  had  a way  of  making 
you  feel  very  important  and  that  you  could  share  your  life 
with  him.  His  smile  was  an  asset  in  getting  to  know  him.

These  are  familiar  sayings  of 
Professor  Bitting,  long-time 
professor  of  accounting  in 
the  department  of  business 
at  Elizabethtown  College.

Former  students  con- 
sistently mention  patience, 
generosity,  humor,  joy 
and  dedication  as  qualities 
exhibited  by  Professor 

Bitting.  He  was  an  outstanding  teacher  who  not  only  taught 
accounting,  but  also  taught  students  valuable  life  lessons. 

Other  phrases  that  come  to  mind  that  describe  him  include: 
student,  teacher,  department  chair,  musician,  role  model, 
enthusiastic,  hard-working,  dedicated,  perfectionist,  respected 
inside  and  outside  the  College  community  and  value-driven. 

Professor  Bitting  remains  “the  lengthened  shadow”  of 
Elizabethtown’s  Department  of  Business  and  will  continue 
to  do  so  for  many  years  to  come.

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The  Long  View 

In  his  book  The  University:  An  Oumer’s  Manual, 
former  Harvard  Dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
Henry  Rasovsky  observed  that  the  first  law  of 
academic  administration  is  “there  is  never  enough 
money.”  It  true  for  Harvard,  you  can  imagine  how 
tar  from  “enough”  the  rest  of  us  are.  In  view  of  our 
limited  resources,  financial  matters  are  a funda- 
mental consideration  in  everything  we  do. 

However,  “never  enough”  is  not  just  about  limited  funds.  It  also  is 
a result  of  our  aspiration  to  do  more  for  our  students — more  than  we 
have  money  to  pay  tor.  We  want  more  library  books,  better  technology, 
smaller  classes,  a greater  variety  of  housing  options,  more  athletic  teams, 
more  programs,  better  facilities  and  so  on.  Students  expect  more  from  a 
college  education  than  my  generation  did.  And,  to  compete  successfully 
for  quality  students,  we  have  to  deliver  the  quality  and  level  of  service 
they  seek. 

Thus,  advancing  the  College  is  something  of  a balancing  act. 

We  must  first  make  wise  choices,  opting  for  initiatives  that  will  best 
serve  our  students  while  avoiding  duplication  and  excess.  Secondly,  we 
constantly  seek  additional  resources  to  support  excellence  without  over- 
burdening students  and  their  families  with  tuition  charges.  Finally,  we 
manage  the  resources  we  have  carefully — even  imaginatively — so  that 
we  operate  as  efficiently  as  possible  and  still  get  the  greatest  benefit  for 
our  students. 

While  we  are  far  from  being  as  rich  as  Harvard,  Elizabethtown 
College  perhaps  is  balancing  better  than  that  institution.  During  the 
last  few  years,  we  have  added  a dozen  or  more  programs  of  study,  as 
well  as  several  athletic  and  cocurricular  programs.  We  have  built  new 
apartments,  a new  campus  center  and  new  athletic  facilities  for  our 
students.  Our  faculty  is  more  highly  qualified  than  ever,  and  we  have 
cutting-edge  information  systems  to  enhance  student  learning. 

We  also  are  managing  more  effectively.  We  have  balanced 
increased  cost  with  increased  financial  aid  so  that  an  Elizabethtown 
education  remains  a relative  bargain,  and  we  still  generate  enough 
revenue  to  pay  an  outstanding  faculty  and  staff  and  deliver  new  pro- 
grams. At  the  same  time,  careful  and  efficient  budget  management  has 
produced  substantial  annual  savings  that  are  reinvested  in  maintaining 
our  facilities  and  grounds.  Although  we  took  on  additional  debt  to 
build  new  facilities,  we  minimized  our  interest  charges,  kept  debt  service 
within  reasonable  bounds  and  realized  a sizable  gain  from  entering  an 
interest  rate  swap. 

Our  endowment  has  grown  to  around  $40  million,  and  we  await 
the  proceeds  of  almost  $25  million  in  deferred  endowment  pledges.  This 
growth  owes  to  a greatly  diversified  investment  portfolio,  which  regularly 
outperforms  both  our  peers  and  the  relevant  indexes.  Indeed,  last  year 
our  total  investment  gain  of  18  percent  exceeded  the  average  return  of 
the  largest  endowments. 

The  balance  we  have  achieved  is  a significant  gain  for  the  College. 
But,  now  we  want  to  go  further  and  tip  the  balance  toward  the  goal  of 
becoming  an  exceptional  small  college.  The  key  in  our  ability  to  do  so  is 
our  alumni  and  friends.  No  college  or  university  becomes  great  without 
great  supporters,  and  we  have  untapped  potential  to  move  Elizabethtown 
forward  with  new  levels  of  giving. 

Our  trustees  are  leading  the  way.  They  already  have  contributed 
more  than  one-third  of  the  $23  million  raised  for  the  campaign,  and 
the  campaign  chair  has  challenged  all  board  members  to  go  further. 
Collectively,  the  trustees  also  have  set  a goal  of  increasing  their  annual 
fund  support  by  50  percent. 

Consistent  with  their  example,  I urge  each  of  you  to  examine 
how  you  can  go -the  extra  mile  for  Elizabethtown  College,  based  on 
your  capacity  to  give.  Please  consider  that  if  current  donors  increase 
their  annual  fund  contribution  by  50  percent,  an  additional  $500,000 
would  be  available  annually  to  support  student  programs.  And,  if  every- 
one who  has  given  in  the  past  five  years  would  contribute  every  year, 
more  than  $1  million  per  year  would  be  added  to  student  support. 

We  are  engaged  in  the  largest  campaign  in  the  College’s  history, 
which  we  have  undertaken  To  Serve  Tomorrow  with  distinction.  We 
have  achieved  many  of  our  objectives,  but  now  we  need  your  help  to 
ensure  that  we  reach  our  $35  million  goal.  Your  pledges  will  help  us 
build  new  facilities  for  our  business  and  science  programs  and  meet  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  challenge  to  build  an  endow- 
ment for  the  Young  Center  for  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Studies. 

You  have  been  great  friends  of  the  College  as  we  have  moved 
toward  greater  excellence.  Now,  we  have  the  opportunity  to  tip  the 
balance  toward  distinction  for  Elizabethtown,  and  we  ask  you  to  support 
us  to  the  greatest  extent  possible.  When  you  do,  Dean  Rosovskys 
lament  will  become  far  less  significant  for  Elizabethtown.

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Accounting  Department 
Reflects  Changing  Times

How  do  things  look  in  the  accounting  world  of  the 
business  department  in  2005?  I would  describe  this 
as  a period  of  change  and  renewal.  At  the  forefront  is  our 
search  to  fill  the  open  position  of  the  Bitting  Chair  of 
Accounting,  which  we  hope  to  have  filled  by  fall  2005. 

In  terms  of  our  educational  program,  this  semester 
is  the  first  in  which  we  have  implemented  our  new  curricu- 
lum. This  curriculum — as  well  as  the  business  curriculum 
overall — has  a renewed  emphasis  on  ethics  and  focuses 
on  the  changing  needs  of  the  marketplace.  All  business 
majors  are  required  to  take  a new  first-year  course  entitled 
Gbbal  Business  and  Society,  which  explores  the  various 
disciplines  in  the  business  world  and  how  they  interrelate. 
The  course  also  includes  a strong  ethics  component.  The 
two  required  accounting  courses  for  all  business  majors 
have  been  redesigned  to  emphasize  the  interdependence 
of  accounting  information  and  the  business  world.  One 
of  these  courses  is  now  an  upper-level  course.  In  the 
accounting  program  specifically,  this  year’s  first-year 
students  will  be  required  to  take  a course  on  accounting 
information  systems,  a new  offering,  and  many  of  the 
other  courses  were  redesigned  to  more  accurately  reflect 
the  needs  of  today’s  marketplace. 

One  of  the  biggest  changes  in  the  accounting  field  is 
the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountant’s 
(AICPA)  endorsement  of  a requirement  of  150  hours  of 
education  for  an  individual  to  become  a CPA.  Although 
Pennsylvania  has  not  fully  embraced  this  prerequisite,  it  is 
my  understanding  that  legislation  is  being  proposed  in  the 
Commonwealth  to  revise  our  requirement. 

As  a result  of  these  evolving  needs  and  requirements, 

I am  sure  the  future  holds  many  more  exciting  changes  in 
accounting  education  at  Elizabethtown  College.  Some 
things,  however,  will  remain  the  same.  Commitment  to 
students  and  their  growth  and  development  both  profes- 
sionally and  personally  remains  our  top  priority. 

Although  the  faces  may  change  and  the  courses 
evolve,  we  remain  dedicated  to  meeting  the  challenges 
of  the  current  marketplace.

E-town  Launches  Center  for  Global  Citizenship 


A distinctive  approach  to  preparing  students  for  their 
role  as  citizens  of  the  world,  Elizabethtown  College 
launched  its  Center  for  Global  Citizenship  in  the  fall  of 
2004-  The  Center  brings  together  three  areas  of  program- 
ming central  to  the  College’s  mission 
and  Brethren  heritage:  service-learning, 
international  studies  and  peacemaking. 

Its  purpose  is  to  foster  student  encoun- 
ters with  these  three  dimensions  of 
global  citizenship  inside  and  outside 
the  classroom  and  on  and  off  campus. 

Dr.  Ron  McAllister — former 
provost  and  dean  of  the  faculty  who 
currently  serves  as  professor  of  peace 
and  conflict  studies  and  sociology — 
has  been  named  as  the  Center’s  direc- 
tor. “The  Center  focuses  on  educational 
work  necessary  for  the  21st  century: 
students,  faculty  and  staff  engaged  in 
learning  and  service  in  all  areas  of  our 
citizenship,  including  local,  state, 

national  and  global,”  McAllister  says.  “We  all  must  come 
to  see  ourselves  as  international  students.  The  Center  for 
Global  Citizenship  continually  will  seek  to  expand  opportu- 
nities for  making  that  global  citizenship  meaningful.” 

Through  its  office  of  service-learning,  the  Center  con- 
tinues and  builds  upon  the  College’s  commitment  to  service, 
manifested  through  service-oriented  academic  programs,  Into 
the  Streets,  service-related  student  organizations  and  student 
directed  learning  communities  (SDLCs).  This  area  of  pro- 
gramming fosters  student  understanding  of  our  collective 
obligation  for  community  service  through  opportunities  that 


i are  both  educational  and  service-oriented.  Service-learning 
is  led  by  Nancy  Valkenburg,  coordinator  of  service-learning; 
Dr.  Vivian  Bergel,  associate  professor  of  social  work;  and 
Dr.  Jill  Bartoli,  associate  professor  of  social  work. 

Also  under  the  umbrella  of 
the  Center  for  Global  Citizenship 
is  the  College’s  long-standing  inter- 
national studies  program,  led  by  Jim 
Hilton,  associate  dean  of  interna- 
tional programs,  and  Marcie  Bahn, 
associate  director  for  international 
programs.  Every  year,  this  program 
welcomes  a growing  number  of 
international  students  to  campus. 

In  addition,  the  office  coordinates 
a variety  of  study-abroad  options 
for  the  College’s  resident  students, 
from  three-week  summer  programs 
to  semester-  or  year- long  programs 
of  foreign  study  through  one  of  four 
partner  organizations,  including 
Brethren  Colleges  Abroad. 

The  Center’s  final  component  involves  peacemaking, 
a new  initiative  that  is  an  expression  of  the  College’s 
Brethren  heritage.  Led  by  assistant  professor  of  religious 
studies  Michael  Long,  these  programs  and  activities  engage 
students  in  an  effort  to  help  them  meaningfully  understand 
peacemaking  and  human  rights  in  a world  context  and  to 
support  their  active  involvement  in  promoting  peace  in 
thefr  neighborhoods  and  the  world.

Remembering  Ed  Bitting  (continued  from  front  page) 


In  1971, 1 was  working  more  than  50  hours  per  week  as  a 
night  auditor  at  the  Lancaster  Sheraton  Motor  Inn  to  pay 
my  tuition  at  Elizabethtown.  As  a first-generation  college 
student  from  a farming  background,  I was  feeling  somewhat 
out  of  place  and  overwhelmed  in  the  college  atmosphere. 

I also  was  struggling  academically  as  I finished  my  sophomore 
year  and  was  considering  giving  up  college  at  this  point. 

Enter  Professor  Bitting  and  his  no-nonsense  style.  Professor 
Bitting  basically  told  me  to  stop  feeling  sorry  for  myself, 
focus  on  what  I could  control  and  use  all  available  energy 
to  get  my  degree.  Most  importantly,  Professor  Bitting  let 
me  know  that  he  believed  in  me  and  would  offer  assistance 
wherever  he  could  to  help  me  succeed.  Professor  Bitting 
served  not  only  as  my  advisor,  but  also  as  a father  figure, 
as  my  father  was  killed  in  an  accident  when  I was 
3 months  old. 

During  the  next  two  years,  Professor  Bitting  made  sure 
I took  the  right  courses,  attended  classes  regularly  and 
reworked  my  study  habits.  By  senior  year,  I had  achieved 
the  Dean’s  List,  had  become  senior  class  president  and  had 
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developed  a confidence  that  would  sustain  me 
through  my  life  and  career.  Today,  as  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College,  I give 
back  to  Elizabethtown  College  because  of  Ed 
Bitting.  As  a professor,  advisor,  friend  and 
father  figure,  Professor  Bitring’s  support  and 
confidence  gave  me  the  foundation  upon  which 
I was  able  to  grow  and  develop.  Professor 
Bitting  is  demonstrative  of  that  intense 
faculty/srudent  relationship  that  so  many  enjoy 
at  Elizabethtown.  I am  eternally  grateful  to 
Professor  Bitting  for  the  impact  he  had  on  my 
life.  He  refused  to  let  me  give  up  on  myself.

Momentum  continues  to  build  as  gifts  and  pledges  have 
surpassed  $23  million  in  the  College’s  $35  million  To  Serve 
Tomorrow  campaign. 

James  B.  Hoover  Center  for  Business 

With  designs  complete,  the  Board  of  Trustees  announced 
that  Hoover  Center  construction  can  commence  as  soon  as 
the  College  receives  grants  and  pledges  totaling  $5.2  million. 
Fundraising  for  the  Hoover  Center  currently  exceeds 
$3.2  million. 

Before  record  attendance  at  the  September  2004 
Business  Alumni  Reunion,  Carl  Myers  ’63  announced  the 
Bitting  Challenge — an  effort  to  raise  Hoover  Center  funding 
through  $10,000  sponsorships  of  seats  in  the  building’s  mar- 
quis classroom — a case  study  room  named  in  honor  of  the 
late  Professor  of  Business  Emeritus  Edgar  T.  Bitting  ’50.  (See 
event  photographs  on  page  12.)

In  December,  the  College  received  a $500,000  grant 
from  The  John  Frederick  Steinman  Foundation  to  support 
the  Hoover  Center.  The  Kresge  Foundation  is  expected  to 
make  a decision  on  its  sponsorship  of  a $500,000  challenge 
grant  for  the  project  in  spring  2005. 

National  Endourment  for  Humanities  (NEH) 
Challenge  Qrant 

The  NEH  challenge  grant  requirements  have  been  met  for 
the  first  year,  but  much  work  must  be  accomplished  to  collect 
the  $2  million  in  pledges  necessary  to  receive  the  $500,000 
grant  from  the  federal  government. 

This  fall,  two  alumni  couples — the  late  Rev.  Armon 
Snowden  ’51,  professor  of  religious  studies  and  philosophy 
emeritus,  and  wife  A.  Lucille  ’53  and  Professor  of  History 
Emeritus  J.  Kenneth  ’61  and  Professor  of  Business  Emeritus 
Carroll  Kreider  ’60 — pledged  significant  gifts  to  advance 
this  effort.  “We  believe  in  the  work  of  the  Young  Center 
and  want  to  help  ensure  its  future,”  said  the  Kreiders  of  their 
gift,  which  will  create  a perpetual  endowment  to  name  one 
Young  Center  visiting  fellow  each  year.

Ken  Kreider  and  Carroll  Hall  became  friends  while 

attending  a mathematics  class  in  the  basement  of  Alpha 
Hall.  Ken,  a history  major,  had  just  returned  home  from  a 
three-year  assignment  in  Europe  through  Brethren  Volunteer 
Service  doing  relief  and  reconstruction  work,  and  Carroll, 
a business  education  major,  was  interested  in  going  abroad 
through  the  International  Farm  Youth  Exchange.  After 
meeting  to  discuss  his  overseas  experiences,  Ken  asked 
Carroll  out  on  a date.  They  have  been  together  ever  since. 

Both  Ken  and  Carroll  selected  Elizabethtown  College 
because  of  its  Brethren  affiliation  and  values.  Ken  liked  that 
the  College  was  close  to  his  home  near  Quarryville,  Pa. 
Carroll  was  drawn  to  its  “well-known  business  program 
and  women’s  basketball  team.” 

Of  his  time  as  a student,  Ken  fondly  remembers  Dr. 
Henry  Hood’s  history  classes,  Concert  Choir  and  his  job 
working  in  the  cafeteria  as  a waiter  and  dishwasher.  “We 
had  formal  dinners  every  evening  and  Sunday  at  noon. 
Everyone  had  to  get  dressed  up  and  you  were  served  dinner,” 
he  recalls.  “It  was  there  that  I learned  how  to  serve  a piece 
of  pie,  point  down.”  He  adds,  “I  also  loved  watching  Carroll 
play  basketball,”  making  his  wife  blush. 

Carroll’s  favorite  memories  include  the  camaraderie  of 


the  women’s  basketball 
team  during  home  and 
away  games.  During  her 
College  years,  she  was  one 
of  the  top  women’s  basket- 
ball players,  and  was  named 
female  athlete  of  the  year 
in  1960  and  inducted  into 
the  College’s  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame  in  1996.  In  addi- 
tion to  basketball,  she  also 
enjoyed  Concert  Choir 
and  living  in  Alpha  Hall. 

However,  her  favorite 
memories  are  of  Ed  Bitting’s 
class.  “As  a teacher,  he  was 
a role  model  for  me,”  she 
says.  “And  his  class  was  a 
delight,  even  at  7:40  a.m.” 

After  graduating  from 
E-town,  both  earned 
advanced  degrees  at  Pennsylvania  State  University — Carroll 
finished  a master’s  degree  and  Ken  completed  his  master’s 
and  doctorate.  They  then  returned  to  E-town  to  join  the 
faculty.  Ken  returned  immediately  after  graduate  school,  but 
Carroll  taught  high  school  for  five  years  before  she  was  asked 
to  join  the  faculty  by  Professor  Bitting. 

From  their  time  as  professors,  their  favorite  memories 
are  receiving  the  Steinman  Award  for  Teaching  Excellence 
and  working  with  students.  Carroll  says,  “I  had  a huge  net- 
work of  off-campus  professionals,  and  I thoroughly  enjoyed 
recommending  students  for  job  placement  and  seeing  them 


grow  professionally.” 

Ken  liked  helping  students  work 
through  ideas  that  were  completely 
new  to  them.  “1  enjoyed  seeing  the 
progression  in  their  thinking  from 
one  point  of  view  to  another,”  he  says. 
“Even  today  alumni  come  up  to  me 
after  20  or  30  years  and  tell  me  they 
have  changed  their  minds  on  a partic- 
ular topic.” 

Now  emeriti  professors,  the 
Kreiders  continue  to  be  passionate 
about  Elizabethtown  College  and  its 
future.  “Elizabethtown  graduates  have 
proven  time  and  time  again  that  ours 
is  a quality  institution,"  Ken  says.  “We 
need  to  maintain  that.” 

Carroll  explains  that  they  support 
the  College  because  "Elizabethtown 
gave  us  and  our  daughters  a good 
education;  we  need  to  continue  to 

strive  for  excellence.” 

In  their  retirement,  they  enjoy  traveling  with  their 
own  travel  company,  Kreider  Friendship  Tours.  They  have 
escorted  more  than  5,500  people  on  travel  tours  in  all  50 
states  and  over  90  foreign  countries  on  all  seven  continents.

Surrounded  by  towering  pines  and  singing  birds,  the 
open-air  Mt.  Gretna  Playhouse  is  the  perfect  place 
for  a concert — in  the  summer.

With  the  new  Leffler  Chapel  and  Performance  Center 
under  construction,  President  Spiegler  was  looking  for  a 
concert  series  for  the  hall.  To  Gretna  Music  founder  Dr. 
Carl  Ellenberger,  the  fit  was  natural  and  the  inaugural 
season  of  Gretna  Music  at  Elizabethtown  College  began 
December  1995. 

For  the  past  decade,  Gretna  Music’s  annual  series  of 
concerts  featuring  world-class  performers  have  graced  the 
Elizabethtown  College  campus.  According  to  College 
President  Theodore  Long,  E-town  has  benefited  from  the 
partnership.  “Our  association  with  Gretna  Music  has  been 
positive  for  both  organizations,"  he  says.  “Gretna  Music  has 
contributed  to  the  College’s  profile  as  a cultural  and  music 
destination,  as  demonstrated  by  our  marketing  research.” 

In  return  for  office  space,  access  to  Leffler  Chapel  and 
other  logistical  support,  Gretna  Music  brings  its  strong  rep- 
utation, management  experience  and  important  outside 


resources  to  produce  a world-class  concert  series  at  the 
campus  year  after  year.  Gretna  Music  executive  director 
Michael  Murray  notes,  “We  are  two  separate  entities  com-

Castagna,  who  generously  provided  underwriting  for  the 
gala  event.  “I  am  thrilled  that  Gretna  Music  is  part  of 
E-town  and  is  still  going  strong,"  says  Linda,  who  is  an 
alumna,  trustee  and  the  daughter  of  Leffler  Chapel’s  name- 
sake, Carlos  Leffler.  “We  are  pleased  to  support  Gretna 
Music  and  the  outstanding  concerts  the  organization 
brings  to  Leffler  Chapel."

Understanding  the  Value  of  Life  Through

At  first  glance,  Heather  Harttraft  ’08  might  seem  like  a 
xlLtypical  college  student.  Bright  and  quick  to  smile,  her 
openness  and  honesty  is  contagious.  A first-year  occupational 
therapy  major  hailing  from  Hamilton,  N.J.,  Heather  has  dreams 
and  goals  just  like  the  rest  of  us.  However,  Heather’s  life  ceased 
to  be  typical  two  years  ago  on  her  16th  birthday.  That  was  the 
day  her  mother  Barbara  Layton  Harttraft  ’76,  P’08  was  diag- 
nosed with  inflammatory  breast  cancer. 

Inflammatory  breast  cancer  (IBC)  is  a very  aggressive 
form  of  the  disease  that  can  go  undetected  by  mammograms 
and  blood  tests.  In  Barbara’s  case,  there  wasn’t  even  a lump. 
Unfortunately,  IBC  has  a very  low  survival  rate. 

As  an  only  child,  dealing  with  this  personal  trauma  was 
devastating  for  Heather.  She  and  her  family  felt  helpless  as 
they  watched  Barbara  suffer  through  chemotherapy,  surgery 
and  radiation.  “Mom  was  so  active  and  cared  for  everyone,” 
she  recalls.  “Now,  she  needs  to  be  taken  care  of." 

For  a short  time,  Heather  considered  going  to  college 
closer  to  home.  However,  her  parents  both  encouraged  her  to 
follow  her  heart.  The  fact  that  her  mother  is  an  Elizabethtown 
College  alumna  is  only  one  of  the  many  things  that  convinced 
Heather  to  make  E-town  her  home  away  from  home. 


Like  many  facing  similar  situations,  Heather  and  her  family 
became  energized  in  their  need  to  support  their  loved  one. 
Together,  the  Harttrafts  joined  the  Susan  G.  Komen  Race  for 
the  Cure  three  years  ago.  Their  team — affectionately  called 
Barb’s  Bosom  Buddies  — has  grown  each  year,  and  even  included 
Barbara  last  October. 

Heather’s  extended  family  here  at  E-town  also  has  shown 
its  support.  The  Student  Alumni  Association — an  organiza- 
tion of  which  Heather  is  a member — and  others  from  the 
College  community  donated  $200.  This  year,  Heather’s  efforts 
earned  more  than  $1,000  for  IBC  research.  Altogether,  her 
family  raised  $2,000. 

In  addition,  Barbara  is  increasing  awareness  of  the  disease 
through  work  with  Komen  events. 

Through  this  experience,  Heather  has  been  forever 
changed.  She  now  has  a greater  appreciation  for  the  value 
of  life.  And,  Heather  is  no  longer  afraid  to  ask  for  help  or  to 
set  her  sights  high,  because  she  knows  she  has  the  support 
system  that  will  help  her  succeed.  “This  illness  has  brought 
me  closer  to  my  family,”  Heather  says.  “Every  minute  I have 
is  precious  time.”

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The  Pool  Takes  Center  Stage  in  Metamorphoses

Theatre  professors  Shari  Taylor  and  Michael  Sevareid 

don’t  mince  words  when  describing  the  fall  2004  theatre 
production  of  Mary  Zimmerman’s  Metamorphoses.  It  was  all 
about  the  pool. 

Metamorphoses  brings  to  life,  in  a contemporary  style, 
the  classic  Roman  tales  by  poet  Ovid — the  stories  of  King 
Midas,  Cupid,  Psyche,  Aphrodite,  Narcissus  and  other  familiar 
mythological  characters.  Because  much  of  the  action  takes 
place  in  a large  pool  of  water  or  on  a surrounding  deck, 
Associate  Professor  of  Theatre  and  director  Sevareid  says 
that  the  production  was  extremely  elaborate.  “[The  pool] 
presented  many  challenges  and  learning  opportunities  for  us,” 
he  explains. 

The  18-by- 12-foot, 

16,000-pound  pool  was 
the  first  part  of  the  set 
to  be  built.  After  receiv- 
ing approval  from  a 
structural  engineer  and 
campus  facilities,  a dedi- 
cated crew  of  students 
and  others  under  the 
direction  of  a local  land- 
scaper brought  together 
2,400  gallons  of  water,  a 
pool  liner,  nearly  300 
landscaping  blocks  and 
wheelbarrow  after 
wheelbarrow  of  mulch 
to  form  three  water  lev- 
els. Construction  of  the 
decking,  upstage  area 
and  elevated  audience 
seating  followed. 

Associate  Professor 
of  Theatre  and  set 
designer  Shari  Taylor 
says  that  the  pool  forced 
her  to  think  differently  about  the  set.  "The  pool  was  a major 
force  in  my  work,”  she  says.  “It  caused  me  to  redesign  and 
rework  some  of  my  ideas.” 

Taylor  and  her  tech  crew  of  about  seven  students  spent 
quite  a few  hours  on  set  construction.  In  addition,  two  of  her 
classes — Introduction  to  Theatre  and  Introduction  to  Theatre 
Technology — also  worked  on  the  set.  “I  turned  into 
a general  contractor,”  she  jokes.  “The  students  were  great. 

They  always  learn  a lot  about  themselves  when  they’re  put 
to  the  test.” 

The  pool  also  presented  some  unique  costume  and  lighting 


challenges.  For  example,  this  was  the  first  time  that  lighting 
designer  Nels  Martin — formerly  of  Lancaster’s  Sight  and 
Sound — had  lit  a stage  dominated  by  water.  And,  Cara  Fulton 
— a recent  graduate  of  the  State  University  of  New  York- 
Brooklyn’s  master  of  fine  arts  program — had  to  consider  how 
her  costumes  would  stand  up  to  repeatedly  being  wet  then  dry. 

According  to  Sevareid,  the  staging  and  costuming  were 
not  the  only  aspects  of  the  production  that  proved  challeng- 
ing. “We  couldn’t  always  anticipate,  so  we  learned  as  we  went 
along,”  he  says. 

The  director  gives  the  cast — 1 1 actors  and  three  dancers 
— credit  for  performing  so  well  under  difficult  conditions. 
“Keeping  the  pool  warm  was  a big  challenge,”  he  says.  “We 

brought  in  additional 
space  heaters,  but  the 
cast  was  still  cold 
throughout  the  90- 
minute  play.” 

Wet  surfaces 
proved  to  be  yet 
another  challenge. 
“Although  the  decking 
around  the  pool  got 
wet,  it  maintained  its 
‘hold,’”  Sevareid  says. 
“We  did,  however, 
have  to  paint  the 
upstage  area  with  grit. 
And,  we  finally  ended 
up  drilling  holes  in  the 
stage  to  drain  the  water 
to  make  it  safer  for 
the  dancers.” 

Dancers  were  not 
part  of  Zimmerman’s 
original  production,  but 
Sevareid  added  them  to 
Elizabethtown’s  version. 
He  also  added  live  music,  which  was  performed  on  stage  by 
juniors  Jessica  Kelley  of  Westerville,  Ohio,  and  Barclay  Stiles 
of  Monroeville,  N.J.  With  help  from  Assistant  Professor  of 
Music  Victoria  Smith,  a synthesizer  was  used  to  create  many 
of  the  sound  effects  for  the  production. 

"Part  of  the  performance  is  seeing  the  sound  being  pro- 
duced,” Sevareid  says.  “Theatre  should  be  like  this — realistic 
and  presentational.” 

Although  not  eager  to  undertake  such  a challenging 
production  soon,  Sevareid  and  Taylor  both  agree  that 
Metamorphoses  was  worth  the  effort. 


“This  play  was  an  ambitious  undertaking  particularly 
for  a program  of  our  size  and  resources,”  Taylor  says.  Sevareid 
agreed  saying,  “We  stretched  boundaries  on  this,  and  all  of 
us  learned  tremendously  from  the  experience.”

Glenolden,  Pa,  Michael  Gephart  of  York,  Pa. , and  Andrew 
Mannion  of  Linthicum,  Md.  Dancers  were  juniors  Ashley  Kerns 
of  Mechanicsville , Md. , and  Kate  Needham  of  Lititz,  Pa. , and 
first-year  student  Samantha  Mock  of  Sewell,  N.J. 

Connecting  Theatre 
and  Therapy 

The  connection  between  theatre  and  occupational  therapy 
is  obvious  to  senior  Eric  Kurzenberger,  who  served  as 
assistant  director  for  Metamorphoses. 

“Occupational  therapy  is  the  study  of  life  skills,  basically 
all  we  do  in  life.  It  applies  to  everything,”  he  says.  “I  look  at 
theatre  as  therapeutic,  too.  Taking  the  time  to  connect  with 
your  deepest  emotions  through 
theatre  is  refreshing." 

Kurzenberger  came  to  Eliza- 
bethtown two  years  ago  via  DeSales 
University.  “I  was  majoring  in  the- 
atre and  secondary  education  and 
still  deciding  on  a career.  As  a 
sophomore,  I realized  that  I didn’t 
want  to  pursue  a career  in  either 
field.  My  interest  in  health  and 
fitness  led  me  to  healthcare  fields, 
and  occupational  therapy  jumped  out  at  me.” 

On  a recommendation  from  a friend,  Kurzenberger 
applied  to  E-town  and  found  it  to  be  “the  perfect  fit.” 

Initially  an  occupational  therapy  major  and  theatre  minor, 
Kurzenberger  realized  that  a theatre  major  was  within  his 
reach  after  a conversation  with  Associate  Professor  of  Theatre 
Michael  Sevareid. 

With  all  of  his  DeSales  credits  transferring,  Kurzenberger 
only  needed  to  take  a few  more  theatre  courses.  Working 
them  into  his  schedule — which  was  jam  packed  with  occupa- 
tional therapy  requirements — proved  challenging. 

With  help  from  Sevareid,  Kurzenberger  completed  three 
classes  through  directed  study,  which  involves  completing  a 
course  through  independent  study  with  a faculty  member.  His 
work  as  assistant  director  for  Metamorphoses  was  a component 
of  a directing  course. 

“Throughout  the  summer,  Eric  and  I met  several  times 
and  reviewed  a number  of  textbook  exercises  to  prepare  for 
the  production,”  Sevareid  says.  “Normally,  students  in  my 
directing  course  do  a one-act  play.  With  Metamorphoses, 

Eric  dealt  with  nine  separate  stories.  We  discussed  different 
concepts  for  the  piece  and  how  they  would  be  translated.” 

In  addition  to  his  directing  work,  Kurzenberger  also 
choreographed  the  production  and  auditioned  the  dancers. 

After  completing  his  master’s  degree  in  occupational 
therapy  next  year,  this  E-town  senior  is  considering  a host 
of  options  for  the  career  that  he  eventually  will  pursue.  “The 
liberal  arts  make  you  a well-rounded  person,"  he  explained. 
“I’ve  begun  to  ask  myself  questions  to  find  out  what  I’m 
interested  in,  and  now  I’m  looking  for  answers.  The  answer 
I usually  come  up  with  is  that  I just  want  to  do  it  all.”

Eric  Kurzenberger  '05 
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Jay  G.  Francis:  The  Progressive  Voice 
of  a Conservative  Tradition

Author’s  Note:  At  last  summer’s  Golden  Graduates’  Reunion, 
alumni  relations  officers  learned  that  an  attending  alumna — 
Suzanna  Francis  Donmoyer  ’30,  P'63,  P’66 — is  the  daughter 
of  the  Rev.  Jay  G.  Francis,  one  of  the  College's  founders.  In  the 
fall,  Donmoyer  and  her  two  sons — also  E-town  alumni — were 
invited  to  campus  to  share  their  memories  of  the  man  whose 
dream  of  a Brethren  college  in  eastern  Pennsylvania  helped 
Elizabethtown  College  become  a reality. 

Elizabethtown  College  undeniably  is  an  institution  with 
its  sights  set  firmly  on  the  future.  New  construction,  new 
technology,  and  new-and- improved  academic  programs  are 
consistently  on  the  horizon.  But,  what  would  the  College’s 
conservative  Brethren  founders  think  of  such  progress? 

It  could  be  argued  that  they  would  be  alarmed  by 
E-town’s  steady  growth  and  its  aspirations  of  becoming 
the  region’s  most  prominent  small,  private,  comprehensive 
college.  After  all,  humility  was  a far  more  desirable  trait 
than  ambition  among  those  serious  men  with  their  trade- 
mark beards. 


Unlike  his  contemporaries,  the  Rev.  Jay  G.  Francis 
undoubtedly  would  have  been  pleased,  suggests  his  daughter, 
94-year-old  Suzanna  Francis  Donmoyer  ’30.  “He  would  have 
been  so  proud,’’  she  says,  and  quickly  adds,  “but,  not  in  a 
vain  way.” 

The  young  pastor  of  the  Green  Tree  German  Baptist 
Brethren  Church  in  Oaks,  Pa.,  Francis  called  the  November 
1898  meeting  that  began  discussions  of  the 
creation  of  a Brethren  college  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania.  Although  other  Brethren  churches 
had  founded  colleges  elsewhere  in  the  nation, 
the  eastern  Pennsylvania  Brethren  were  more 
conservative  and  their  views  of  higher  education 
were  far  from  progressive.  In  fact,  higher  educa- 
tion was  seen  by  many  local  church  members  as 
radical  and  potentially  threatening  to  the  conser- 
vative, disciplined  Brethren  way. 

A progressive  voice  of  his  time,  Francis  saw 
the  value  of  a higher  education.  He  was  the 
product  of  advanced  study,  having  earned  degrees 
from  Ursinus  College,  Mount  Morris  College — 
another  Brethren  college  located  in  Illinois — 
and  Union  Theological  Seminary.  According  to 
Suzanna,  her  father  loved  learning,  particularly 
enjoying  the  study  of  botany,  local  history  and 
genealogy.  His  determination  to  acquire  an 
advanced  education  was  so  great,  that  after  aris- 
ing early  to  milk  the  cow  on  his  grandparents’ 
farm  where  he  lived,  Francis  would  walk  six 
miles  to  and  from  Ursinus.  It  was  this  love  of 
learning  that  he  wanted  to  share  with  others. 

“He  believed  that  there  was  a general  feel- 
ing [among  the  Brethren]  that  an  eighth-grade 


education  was  enough,”  says 
Suzanna.  “He  thought  you  needed 
more.”  In  fact,  even  more  unusual 
for  the  time,  Suzanna’s  mother  also 
had  earned  a college  degree.  And, 
these  educated  parents  impressed 
the  virtue  of  higher  education  on 
their  children.  Suzanna  graduated 
from  E-town  with  a teacher’s  certifi- 
cate in  education  and  her  three  sib- 
lings earned  bachelor’s  degrees  from 
Brethren  colleges. 

Suzanna’s  son,  Galen  ’66,  a 
retired  educator  from  the  Northern 
Lebanon  School  District,  explains 
that  his  grandfather  was  viewed  as 
an  outsider — even  controversial — 
by  many  of  his  colleagues.  “He  was 
seen  as  an  ‘Englishman’  (a  term  often  used  to  describe  non- 
Anabaptists)  with  high  ideals,”  he  says.  Francis  at  times  did 

not  conform  to  the 
practices  of  his  peers. 
For  example,  as  a 
Brethren  minister,  he 
was  supposed  to  have 
a long  beard,  but  his 
was  short  and  neatly 
trimmed.  And,  Francis 
couldn’t  speak  Penn- 
sylvania Dutch. 

In  addition,  his 
opinions  were  not  always 
consistent  with  those 
of  his  contemporaries. 

Suzanna’s  other 
son,  Tom  ’63 — also  a 
retired  educator  from 
Northern  Lebanon — 
describes  his  grand- 
father as  “idealistic  to 
a fault."  Over  the  years, 
Francis  received  count- 
less reprimands  for  his 
views,  including  want- 
ing to  baptize  an  African-American  man,  supporting  those 
who  wished  to  buy  insurance  for  their  bams  (Suzanna 
explains  that  the  Brethren  “felt  buying  insurance  was  like 
betting  against  God”),  supporting  music  outside  of  church, 
and  supporting  a female  Brethren  high  school  student  who 
did  not  wish  to  wear  her  prayer  head-covering  in  school 
because  he  “felt  it  was  out  of  place.”  All  of  these  infractions 


landed  the  family,  who  typically  held  the 
honor  of  sitting  in  the  front  pew,  in  the  very 
back  of  the  church.  Francis’  grandsons  say 
that  he  ultimately  was  pushed  out  of  the 
church  for  challenging  Brethren  conventions. 

Galen  says,  “Grandfather  was  not 
flexible.  He  wasn’t  interested  in  going  to 
another  church.  Overall,  he  liked  the  way 
the  Brethren  interpreted  the  Bible.  He  felt 
they  had  the  right  ideas. 

“He  had  a deep  and  abiding  resolve  to 
live  as  Christ  commanded,"  he  continues. 
“And,  a persistence  to  see  his  ideals  for 
mankind  realized." 

One  such  ideal  was  the  creation  of 
a Brethren  College.  According  to  Chet 
Williamson’s  Uniting  Work  and  Spirit:  A 
Centennial  History  of  Elizabethtown  College, 
Francis  rode  his  bicycle  hundreds  of  miles — as  far  west  and 
north  as  Waynesboro  and  Allentown,  and  as  far  south  and 
east  as  Maryland  and  New  Jersey — to  visit  church  leaders 
and  take  photographs  of  potential  college  sites.  “I  am  sure  he 
was  a spectacle,”  laughs  Suzanna  as  she  imagines  her  father 
pedaling  around  the  region. 

Despite  his  efforts  to  initiate  and  lay  the  groundwork  for 
the  creation  of  a school,  Francis  soon  found  himself  shut  out 
of  planning.  During  the  first  meeting  of  Brethren  pastors,  a 
motion  passed  to  elect  five  individuals  to  take  initial  steps 
toward  determining  a potential  location  for  the  school. 
Francis  was  not  selected  for  this  committee. 

Undaunted,  Francis  threw  his  efforts  into  campaigning 
for  a site.  His  early  discussions  among  interested  Brethren 
proved  that  Pottstown  or  Ephrata  were  agreeable  locations, 
and  he  lobbied  long  and  hard  for  both  at  one  time  or  another. 

At  the  second  meeting  in  early  April,  a committee  of 
10  was  formed  to  select  a site  and  to  draft  by-laws  and  a con- 
stitution. Francis  was  included  this  time,  but  controversy 
flared  for  several  months  regarding  the  location.  Ultimately, 
Elizabethtown  was  selected.  And,  when  trustees  were  chosen, 
Francis  found  himself  on  the  outside  looking  in  as  he  was  not 
invited  to  join  the  board. 

At  an  October  meeting,  the  trustees  were  presented 
with  a petition  from  Francis  that  called  for  the  desired  site 
to  be  changed  from  Elizabethtown  to  Ephrata.  According  to 
Uniting  Work  and  Spirit,  “both  the  petition  and  the  idea  of  a 
college  in  Ephrata — and  presumably  any  involvement  of 
Jay  G.  Francis — were  permanently  dropped.” 

Suzanna  maintains  that  her  father  exhibited  "no  rancor 
or  bitterness"  regarding  the  path  chosen  for  the  College  or  his 
exclusion  from  its  planning.  In  fact,  she  says  that  she  only 
became  aware  of  her  father’s  involvement  after  she  began 
attending  Elizabethtown  as  a student. 

“I  knew  I wanted  to  be  a librarian,  so 
Papa  talked  me  into  enrolling  at  Elizabeth- 
town,” she  remembers.  “He  never  said  he 
was  a founder,  but  [while  at  school]  I would 
hear  things.  I started  to  get  a feeling  he  was 
involved.”  She  recalls  that  President  A.C. 
Baugher  once  told  her  sister,  Mary  Francis 
Beckley  ’18,  that  he  would  do  all  that  he 
could  to  see  that  her  father  was  recognized 
as  founder. 

Jay  G.  Francis  passed  away  in  1958  at 
the  age  of  88.  A tribute — one  that  many 
would  argue  was  long  overdue — was  placed 
on  campus  in  1991.  A young  Francis  is  fea- 
tured as  a bronze  sculpture  on  the  site  of  the 
former  Rider  Hall  in  recognition  of  his  efforts 
that  have  since  resulted  in  a legacy  of  more 
than  16,000  graduates  worldwide. 

“I  believe  Elizabethtown  College  exists 
because  he  refused  to  acquiesce  to  the  pre- 
vailing Brethren  culture  that  did  not  value 
higher  education,”  says  Galen.  “He  was  truly 
a man  before  his  time.  He  challenged  his 
chosen  church  and  community  to  change."

Fall  2004:  A Record 


The  fall  2004  season  was  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the 
history  of  Elizabethtown  College  athletics,  with  a record 
four  teams  earning  conference  titles.  The  women’s  tennis  team 
had  its  first  undefeated  season  since  1977,  posting  its  best 
record  (14-0)  and  winning  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
championship.  The  men’s  soccer  team  became  the  third 
NCAA  Division  III  soccer  program  to  reach  700  all-time 
wins,  won  its  first  Commonwealth  title  since  1999,  and 
advanced  to  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division  III  tour- 
nament. The  men’s  cross  country  team  won  its  sixth  consecu- 
tive Middle  Atlantic  Conference  title,  finished  second  in  the 
Mideast  Region  and  finished  15th  in  the  nation  at  the  NCAA 
Division  III  championship  meet  as  a pair  of  Blue  Jay  harriers 
won  All-American  honors.  The  women’s  cross  country  team 
won  its  first-ever  MAC  title,  placed  third  in  the  Mideast 
Region  and  advanced  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  champi- 
onships for  the  first  time,  where  the  Blue  Jays  finished  19th 
in  the  nation.  Four  E-town  head  coaches — Matt  Helsel  of 
women’s  tennis,  Skip  Roderick  *74  of  men’s  soccer,  Chris 
Straub  of  men’s  cross  country  and  Mike  Dager  of  women’s 
cross  country — earned  conference  Coach  of  the  Year  honors. 
In  addition,  two  other  teams — the  volleyball  and  women’s 
soccer  teams — were  semifinalists  in  the  Commonwealth 
Conference  playoffs.  The  volleyball  team  earned  a post-season 
bid  for  the  first  time  since  1995,  posting  a 24-9  overall  record 
for  its  best  winning  percentage  since  1987. 

Men's  Cross  Country  (First  of  13  at  MAC  Championships , 
Second  of  34  at  Mideast  Regionals,  15th  of  24  at  NCAA 
Division  III  Championships): 

The  men’s  cross  country  team  tied  a 37-year-old  College 
record  for  most  consecutive  conference  crowns  by  winning  its 
sixth  consecutive  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  title.  The  Blue 
Jays  finished  second  out  of  34  teams  at  the  Mideast  Regional, 
qualifying  to  compete  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  champion- 
ship meet  for  the  fourth  time  in  the  past  six  years.  At  the 
NCAA  Championships,  the  Blue 
Jays  finished  15th  in  the  country. 

Two  Blue  Jay  harriers — Steve 
Sanko  ’05  and  Jose  Miranda  ’05  — 
finished  in  the  top  35  at  the  national 
championships  to  earn  All-American 
honors.  At  the  Mideast  Regional 
meet,  four  E-town  runners  — Sanko, 

Miranda,  Greg  Wetzel  ’06  and 
Patrick  Donovan  ’07  — earned  spots 
on  the  All- Mideast  Region  team  by 
placing  in  the  top  35.  An  unprece- 
dented nine  Blue  Jays  were  named  to 
the  All-MAC  teams  by  finishing  in 
the  top  20  at  the  MAC  Champion- 
ships. They  were  Sanko,  Wetzel, 

Miranda  and  Matt  Rockwell  ’05  on 
the  first  team,  and  Donovan,  Jason  Theobald  ’07,  Ryan 
Mulcahy  '08,  Chris  Williams  ’05  and  David  Cohen  ’07  on 
the  second  team.  Mulcahy  was  named  the  MAC  Rookie  of 
the  Year,  and  Head  Coach  Chris  Straub  was  named  the  MAC 
Coach  of  the  Year.  The  Blue  Jays  also  posted  wins  at  the 
Capital  City  Classic,  the  Gettysburg  College  Invitational 
and  the  Elizabethtown  College  Invitational.

Women's  Cross  Country  (First  of  15  at  MAC  Champion - 
ships,  Third  of  35  at  Mideast  Regionals,  19th  of  24  at 
NCAA  Division  III  Championships): 

This  was  a season  for  the  record 
books  as  the  Blue  Jays  won  their  first 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  title, 
posted  their  highest  regional  finish 
and  competed  as  a team  for  the  first 
time  at  the  NCAA  Division  III 
championship  meet.  E-town  also 
won  three  meets  this  season:  the 
Gettysburg  College  Invitational,  the 
Elizabethtown  College  Invitational 
and  the  MAC  Championships. 

The  College  finished  19th  in  the 
country  at  the  NCAA  Division  III 
Championships  and  third  out  of  35 
teams  at  the  Mideast  Regionals.  Four 
E-town  runners — Jessica  Cook  ’08,

and  Melissa  St.  Clair  ’05  — earned  spots  on  the  All-Mideast 
Region  team  by  finishing  in  the  top  35.  At  the  MAC 
Championships,  those  four  runners  also  earned  spots  on  the 
All-MAC  first  team  by  finishing  in  the  top  10,  and  Danielle 
Frye  ’06  earned  a place  on  the  All-MAC  second  team  by 
placing  in  the  top  20.  Head  Coach  Mike  Dager  was  named 
2004  MAC  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Field  Hockey  (4-16  overall,  1-6  Commonwealth 
Conference): 

A young  Elizabethtown  team  had  a rebuilding  year  under 
new  Head  Coach  Sharon  Sweger.  The  Blue  Jays  played  a bru- 
tal schedule,  with  nine  of  their  20  games  played  against  teams 
ranked  in  the  top  20  nationally.  The  Blue  Jays  won  one  of 
j those  games,  defeating  Wilkes  3-2  on  October  8.  E-town  got 
I its  biggest  win  of  the  season  on  October  4 against  Delaware 
Valley,  7-0.  Midfielder  Kelly  Miller  ’05  was  named  to  the 
All-Commonwealth  Conference  first  team.

Men's  Soccer  (15-3-4  overall,  5-1-1  Commonwealth 
Conference;  Commonwealth  Conference  Champion;  NCAA 
Division  III  Tournament  Participant): 

Elizabethtown  surprised  many  in  2004  as  an  unusually 
young  and  unproven  team  hit  its  stride  halfway  through  the 
fall,  winning  the  program’s  first  conference  title  and  NCAA 
tournament  berth  since  1999.  After  losing  eight  starters  to 
graduation  and  a total  of  14  letter-winners  since  the  2003  sea- 
son, E-town  struggled  early  with  a 3-2-3  overall  record,  and 
then  went  12-1-1  the  rest  of  the  season.  Along  the  way,  the 
Blue  Jays  etched  the  program’s  700th  all-time  victory  in  a 
10-0  win  over  Juniata  on  October  27,  making  Elizabethtown 
just  the  third  NCAA  Division  III  men’s  soccer  program  to 
reach  the  700-win  plateau.  The  Blue  Jays  defeated  Messiah 
1-0  in  overtime  to  win  the  Commonwealth  Conference  title 
and  clinch  an  automatic  NCAA  tournament  bid.  It  was  the 
first  time  E-town  had  ever  defeated  the  Falcons  in  a post-sea- 
son  game  held  at  Messiah.  The  Blue  Jays  went  on  to  defeat 
2003  NCAA  Division  III  runner-up  Drew  University  2-0  in 
the  opening  round  of  the  2004  NCAA  tournament,  and  then 
tied  nationally  second- 
ranked  Johns  Hopkins  0-0 
through  two  overtimes  in 
the  second  round  before 
Johns  Hopkins  advanced 
on  penalty  kicks.  E-town 
allowed  just  15  goals  in  22 
; games  in  2004-  Six  Blue 
Jays  were  named  to  the 
All-Commonwealth 
j Conference  teams,  with 
Brian  Healy  ’06,  Andrew 
Kummerer  ’06  and  Edwin 
Tichenor  ’05  making  the 
J first  team,  and  Owen 
Friedrich  ’07,  John 
Aronowicz  ’05  and  Daniel 
Gring  ’06  making  the  sec- 
ond team.  Head  Coach  Skip  Roderick  was  named  the  confer- 
ence’s Coach  of  the  Year,  and  Kevin  Weiler  ’05  was  named  to 
the  CoSIDA  Academic  All-District  II  College  Division  first 
1 team  for  the  second  year  in  a row. 


Women's  Soccer  (9-8-2  overall,  4-2-1  Commonwealth 
Conference ; Commonwealth  Conference  Semifinalist ): 

The  women’s  soccer  team  made  its  return  to  the  post- 
season after  missing  a conference  playoff  berth  for  the  first 
time  in  almost  a decade  in  2003.  E-town  clinched  a post- 


season bid  with  a 2-0  win  over  Juniata  College  on  October  26. 
Four  Blue  Jay  players  were  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth 
Conference  teams.  Midfielder  Mary  Weidman  ’05,  midfielder 
Courtney  Phillips  ’05  and  defender  Dana  Moyer  ’07  made 
the  All-Conference  first  team,  while  goaltender  Amy  Weid  ’05 
was  named  to  the  All-Conference  second  team.  The  Blue  Jays 
allowed  just  23  goals  all  season.

Women's  Tennis  (14-0  overall,  7-0  Commonwealth 
Coi\ference;  Commonwealth  Conference  Champion): 

The  2004  season  was  quite  possibly  the  greatest  in  the 
44-year  history  of  the  Elizabethtown  College  women's  tennis 
program.  Not  only  did  E-town  post  its  first  undefeated  season 
since  1977,  it  also  blew  away  the  program  mark  for  best  over- 
all record  of  10-0.  The  team  set  the  tone  very  early  in  the 
season,  defeating  Franklin  &.  Marshall  College  on  September  5 
for  the  first  time  since  1984-  The  Blue  Jays  also  won  the 
Commonwealth  Conference  team  championship,  the  team's 
first  since  1995.  Over  the  season,  the  program’s  record  book 
was  almost  completely  rewritten.  The  team’s  modem  record 
for  most  career  singles  victories  was  broken  by  Mel  Parenteau 
’05,  who  finished  the  season  with  40  singles  wins.  Heather 
Lander  ’07  tied  the  program  record  for  most  singles  wins  in  a 
season  with  18,  and  her  18-2  singles  mark  gave  her  the  best 
winning  percentage  in  singles  play  in  a season  for  anyone  with 
13  or  more  victories.  The  former  modem  team  record  for  most 
doubles  wins  in  a season  of  13  was  destroyed  as  five  Blue  Jays 
eclipsed  that  number,  led  by  Kristy  Trimbey  ’06  with  17  dou- 
bles wins.  The  old  modern  record  of  most  combined  singles 
and  doubles  wins  in  a season  of  31  was  surpassed  by  both 
Lander  with  32  wins  and  Trimbey  with  the  new  record  of  33 
wins.  Fifteen  doubles  wins  and  28  overall  victories  by  Emma 
Smith  ’08  were  the  highest  totals  on  record  by  an  E-town 
first-year  student.  Stacy  Shapiro  ’07  was  named  to  the  All- 
Commonwealth  Conference  first  team,  and  Parenteau  and 
Smith  were  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference 
second  team.  Head  Coach  Matt  Helsel  was  named  the 
Commonwealth  Conference  Coach  of  the  Year.  At  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Conferences  Individual  Singles  and  Doubles 
Championships — which  took  the  form  of  a flighted  tourna- 
ment for  the  first  time — Lander  became  the  MAC  Champion 
at  number  five  singles,  and  Shapiro  and  Trimbey  became  the 
MAC  Champions  at  number  one  doubles.  Also,  Parenteau 
finished  as  the  MAC  Runner-Up  at  number  three  singles,  Lisa 
Abel  ’05  was  the  MAC  Runner-Up  at  number  four  singles, 
and  Trimbey  was  the  MAC  Runner-Up  at  number  six  singles. 
All  nine  E-town  entries  reached  at  least  the  semifinal  round  of 
their  respective  flights  at  the  MAC  Individual  Championships. 

Volleyball  (24-9  overall,  5-2  Commonwealth  Conference; 
Commonwealth  Conference  Semifinalist): 

The  Elizabethtown  volleyball  team  finished  the  2004 
season  with  its  best  winning  percentage  since  1987,  and  the 
Blue  Jays  reached  the  conference  playoffs  for  the  first  time 
since  1995.  Along  the  way,  E-town  won  a pair  of  tournament 
titles,  winning  the  University  of  Scranton  Tournament  and 
capturing  the  championship  of  the  Blue  Jay  Classic.  Elizabeth- 
town also  put  together  a 12-match  winning  streak,  the  team’s 
longest  since  1990.  The  team,  which  started  three  first-year 
students  in  2004,  saw  two  of  them — middle  hitter  Kelly 
Downs  ’08  and  outside/opposite  hitter  Ashley  VVhitmarsh  '08 
— make  the  All-Commonwealth  Conference  second  team. 
Whitmarsh  also  was  named  the  conference’s  Co-Rookie  of 
the  Year.

EDUCATE  FOR  SERVICE  AWARD 
Service  to  Elizabethtown  College 

John  P.  Ranck#  Ph.D.  #58 


After  receiving  his  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  chemistry  and  mathematics  magna  cum 
laude  from  Elizabethtown  College  in  1958,  John  P.  Ranck,  Ph.D.,  pursued  post-graduate 
studies  at  Princeton  University  where  he  received  both  master’s 

and  doctoral  degrees  in  physical  chemistry.  He  returned  to  his 
alma  mater  in  1963  and  began  what  has  since  evolved  into 
a 41 -year  teaching  career. 

A man  ahead  of  the  times,  John  introduced 
computers  to  his  classroom  to  teach  physical  and 
theoretical  chemistry  decades  before  this  technology 
was  considered  the  norm.  He  currently  serves  as  direc- 
tor of  the  MoleCVUE  project  that  utilizes  computer 
visualization  to  teach  chemistry.  An  innovator  in  the 
classroom,  John  also  developed  courses  in  computer 
interfacing  in  the  chemistry  laboratory  as  well  as  com- 
putational tools  for  scientists.  In  the  mid  1990s,  John 
and  several  of  his  chemistry  students  participated  in  a 
semester  abroad  program  at  the  University  of  Copenhagen 
in  Denmark. 

An  accomplished  academician,  he  has  dozens  of  scholarly  articles  and  presentations 
to  his  credit  and  received  two  research  fellowships  and  numerous  teaching  and  equipment 
grants  from  the  National  Science  Foundation,  among  others.  Most  recently,  John  was 
selected  as  the  recipient  of  the  2004  Emmett  Reid  Award  by  the  American  Chemical 
Society’s  Middle  Atlantic  Region. 

John  has  served  the  College  through  a variety  of  positions,  including  president  of  the 
faculty  assembly,  a position  he  held  for  more  than  a decade;  assistant  dean  of  the  faculty; 
and  chair  of  the  department  of  physics  and  engineering.  He  also  served  on  the  College’s 
Strategic  Planning  Committee.  During  the  College’s  Centennial  Celebration,  John 
was  one  of  just  13  individuals  who  were  honored  with  a Centennial  Medal  for  out- 
standing leadership.

EDUCATE  FOR  SERVICE  AWARD 
Service  to  Humanity 

Wilbur  W.  Gibble  '63 


Wilbur  W.  Gibble  graduated  from  Elizabethtown  College  in 
1963  with  a bachelors  degree  in  mathematics  and  is  now 
a retired  human  resources  manager  for  AT&T. 

Although  Wilbur  no  longer  “clocks  in"  on  a regular 
basis,  he  uses  those  important  people  skills  full  time 
through  his  countless  volunteer  activities. 

A decade  ago,  Wilbur  and  his  wife,  Nancy  ’63, 
answered  a call  from  their  church  in  their  home- 
town of  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  to  help  tutor 
one  of  two  young  Vietnamese  men  who  had  been 
placed  under  their  church’s  care.  Specifically,  these 
young  men  were  members  of  the  mountain  tribes  of 
the  central  highlands  of  Vietnam  who  fought  alongside 
U.S.  troops  during  the  Vietnam  War.  After  the  war 
ended,  Montagnards,  French  for  “mountain  people”,  were 
considered  political  refugees.  Many  have  been  repatriated  in 
more  than  35  countries,  including  the  U.S.  where  it  is  estimated  that  nearly  3,800 
now  live. 

Many  Montagnards  have  struggled  to  make  the  transition  to  life  in  the  United  States, 
and  Wilbur  soon  realized  that  Kuhm  Adrong,  the  young  man  in  his  family’s  care,  needed 
more  assistance  than  just  a few  hours  of  tutoring  each  week.  Kuhm  soon  moved  in  with 
the  Gibble  family  as  he  pursued  his  education  here.  Years  later,  Wilbur  assisted  this  young 
man  in  bringing  his  new  wife  to  this  country,  a process  that  lasted  more  than  two  years. 

His  relationship  with  Kuhm  is  just  as  strong  today  as  it  was  10  years  ago,  and  he  continues 
to  assist  Kuhm’s  family  members  who  seek  visas  to  the  United  States. 

Wilbur’s  commitment  to  helping  others  has  stretched  beyond  that  of  the  Montagnard 
people.  Since  1998,  he  has  taken  part  in  Presbyterian  mission  trips  to  rural  areas  of  Mexico 
where,  as  Wilbur  explains,  “people  have  never  seen  a doctor  or  nurse  in  their  entire  lives." 
Last  year,  he  was  responsible  for  coordinating  one  such  medical  mission.  Inspired  by  this 
program,  Wilbur  also  has  learned  Spanish  and  has  assisted  local  Hispanics  through  the 
Presbyterian  Hispanic  Partnership  or  "El  Buen  Pastor,"  for  which  he  serves  as  coordinator 
for  the  past  four  years.  Although  the  Hispanic  children  are  quickly  becoming  acclimated 
to  the  English  language  and  U.S.  culture,  Wilbur  and  his  fellow  volunteers  help  those  who 
often  lag  behind  the  learning  curve — their  parents.

Anna  served  the  College  community 
from  1960  until  1986,  greatly  advancing  the 
materials  and  capabilities  of  the  former  Zug 
Memorial  Library.

Robert  “Bob"  Garrett — former  Elizabethtown 
College  assistant  professor  of  health  and 
physical  education  and  coach  of  several 
College  sports — died  November  11,  2004. 

After  23  years  of  teaching  and  coach- 
ing at  the  high  school  level,  Bob  joined  the 
E-town  faculty  where  he  served  from  1967 
until  1988.  During  his  tenure,  he  coached 
men’s  basketball  and  tennis  and  women’s 
volleyball,  with  his  greatest  success  coming 
on  the  tennis  and  volleyball  courts.  In  1968, 
Bob  took  the  reins  of  the  men’s  tennis  pro- 
gram and  over  the  next  two  decades  led  the 
program  to  a 136-104-2  record.  He  also 
played  an  instrumental  role  in  the  early 
years  of  women’s  volleyball,  helping  lay 
the  foundation  of  the  successful  program 
that  exists  today.  Although  Bob  coached 
women’s  volleyball  for  only  three  seasons, 
he  made  two  trips  to  the  Mid-Atlantic 
Conference  semi-finals.  He  was  known  for 
a smile  that  lit  up  any  room  and  is  credited 
with  teaching  countless  Elizabethtown 
students  to  swim.

Armon  Snowden  ’51 

Armon  Snowden  passed  away  November  13, 
2004,  after  a two-year  battle  with  cancer. 

He  was  the  husband  of  Lucille  Heisey 
Snowden  ’53.  After  earning  a bachelor’s 
degree  from  Elizabethtown  College  in  1951, 
he  attended  Crozer  Seminary  near 
Philadelphia,  completing  another  degree 
in  1954.  He  later  took  graduate  work  at  the 
Llniversity  of  Pennsylvania,  Duke  University 
and  Temple  University.  Joining  the  faculty 
of  Elizabethtown  College  in  1957,  Armon 
taught  a variety  of  courses  in  the  religion 
and  philosophy  departments,  later  concen- 
trating primarily  on  philosophy. 

I came  to  Elizabethtown  College  in  the 
hill  of  1965  as  an  interim  appointment  for 
Armon,  who  took  a leave  of  absence  for 
further  study.  Thus,  in  a fortuitous  way, 

I owe  my  beginnings  at  the  College  to 
Armon.  1 learned  that  he  was  an  excellent 
teacher  and  had  the  remarkable  ability  to 
touch  students  deeply,  without  intimidating 
them  with  his  fine  mind. 

Were  you  to  press  Armon — and  several 
times  l did — he  would  say  his  teaching 
manner  was  in  the  tradition  of  the  Socratic 
dialogue.  In  his  coy,  unobtrusive  way,  Armon 
would  ask  the  right  question,  fashioned  for 
the  sake  of  where  the  student  was  at,  not  to 
confound,  rather  to  open  the  mind  further. 
He  truly  was  a “midwife"  of  new  ideas, 
gently  nudging  minds  to  greater  expanse. 

Above  all,  Armon  was  a lover  of 
wisdom.  He  was  an  exemplar  of  honest 
thought.  Yet,  with  approaching  death, 
he  taught  me  that  the  preservation  of  our 
humanity  is  more  important  than  what  we 
think.  "Benevolence  and  gentleness  should 
ultimately  supersede  belief’ — these  are  his 
lasting  words  to  me.  His  spirit  remains  with 
me  still.
